REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Orland: 

I herewith submit my eighth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1963. 

The School Department closed its fiscal year with 
the largest balance is has had in years. This balance is 
due to a decrease in the Bucksport tuition rate and the 
fact that fewer pupils enrolled in high school than was 
anticipated in the previous year’s budget. It is estimated 
that our 1964 high school enrollment will be approxi- 
mately the same as it was in 1963. The tuition rate, how- 
ever, will rise next year making it necessary to increase 
the budget. The method of computing tuition costs used 
by the state makes it impossible to estimate accurately 
what the tuition will be for the subsequent school year. 


The balance of $4,849.39 will make it possible to re- 
duce the town’s appropriation slightly for 1964 com- 
pared with an overdraft of $3,000 for 1963. The appropria- 
tion was $69,179.67 in 1963 and we are asking for 
$68,954.37 in 1964. 

The town should consider the purchase of another 
school bus not later than 1965 to replace the 1956 bus 
now driven by Mr. Marks. It has been the policy of the 
School Department to try to replace a bus every eight 
years. As the school appropriation for the fiscal year 1964 
will be less than that for 1963 the School Committee has 
recommended and included in its budget $2,000 to be 
used as a reserve for future bus purchases. This fund can 
be placed in a savings account at interest until needed 
which will lessen the town’s financial load when it be- 
comes necessary to purchase the bus. 

An effort should be made to replace some of the old 
classroom seats and desks in the school. A policy should 
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be adopted whereby this would be done whenever the 
money is available. At present most of the equipment is 
at least 25 years old. This year there has been included 
in the budget sufficient funds to furnish desks and seats 
for one classroom. 


Educational television is now a reality in the state, 
and television sets are being purchased in order that the 
school may take advantage of this new educational 
medium. Several rooms have been equipped with blackout 
shades making it possible for more than one group to 
‘participate in the program. Programs are being offered 
in such subjects as Music, Science, Elementary French, 
and Mathematics. This information can supplement the 
present curriculum and greatly enrich the subject con- 
tent of the school program. 

The School Department wishes to commend and thank 
the Parent Teachers Club and the Orland School District 
Trustees for the splendid cooperation they have given 
during the past year. Every request for help and assistance 
has been willingly and cheerfully granted. Considerable 
progress has been made in improving and enlarging the 
school library and playground. 

We also appreciate the assistance of the Road Com- 
missioner, Mr. Carl Hanscom, and his helpers in keeping 
the driveways plowed during the winter months. 

A major loss to the School Department was the sudden 
death of Mr. Arthur McPhail, one of our school bus 
drivers for the past five years. He was well liked by both 
the pupils and faculty of the Orland School. We extend 
our sympathies and condolences to the bereaved family. 

Only one change occurred in the school personnel this 
year. Mrs. Josephine Morey, the fifth grade teacher moved 
out of state. She was replaced by Mrs. Carlene Down- 
ing, a graduate of Farmington State Teachers’ College. 

We take this opportunity to express to the principal, 
teachers, bus drivers, janitor and school lunch cooks, our 
thanks and appreciation for a task well done. To the 
members of the Superintending School Committee, who 
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have given so generously of their time and interest, we 
also extend our thanks and appreciation for their contri- 
bution to the educational progress of the past year.

the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose by secret ballot the following 
officers for the ensuing year, to wit: Town Clerk, Three 
Selectmen, Assessor, and Overseer of the Poor, Tax Col- 
lector, Road Commissioner, Collector of Excise Taxes, 
Superintending School Committee, Town Treasurer, Fish 
Warden, one member of the School District Trustees to 
serve the regular five year term. 

The polls will be open at 10 o'clock in the forenoon at 
the Orland Legion Hall and will remain open until 5 
oclock. The remaining business under this warrant will 
begin at 7:30 p.m. at the Orland School House. 


Article 3. To act on the report of the municipal of- 
ficers and Superintendent of Schools. 

Article 4. To choose constables. 

Article 5. To choose surveyors of wood, lumber, 
staves and heading. 

Article 6. To adopt a method of collecting taxes. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to allow a 
discount of two percent on all taxes paid on or before 


July 15, 1964. Not to include Poll Taxes. 
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Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to charge 
interest after September 30, 1964 on all unpaid taxes at 
the rate of % of 1% per month. 


Article 9. To fix the compensation for collecting real 
estate, personal and excise taxes. (2%) 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to fix com- 
pensation for collecting Excise Taxes. (3%) 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to take, contract, allow or let the privilege 
of fishing for alewives in the Town of Orland, compatible 
to the laws of the State of Maine and Town of Orland. 


Article 12. To see if the Town wishes to make any 
change in regard to pay of Town Officers, if so, vote same. 


Article 13. To raise money for snow removal and 
sanding from November 1 to April 1, classed as winter 
road money. Recommendation $8,000.00. 


Article 14. To see if the Town wishes to raise money 
for tarring and patching Town Roads. Recommendation 
$2,000.00. 


Article 15. To raise money for repairs of highways 
and bridges from April 1 to November 1, classed as sum- 
mer road money. Recommendation $500.00. 


Article 16. To see what amount the Town will vote 
to take from Excise Tax to supplement the amount raised 
for highways and bridges. Recommendation $4,000.00. 


Article 17. To fix compensation for Town highway 
labor of men and trucks. 


Article 18. To raise money for support of schools, this 
to include total expenditures. Recommendation by Super- 
intendent $68,954.37. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will raise money to 
pay second note on school bus. $2,300 plus interest $120. 
Total $2,420.00. 

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote the amount of 
State Tax to be included in the total school fund. 
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Article 21. To raise money for support of poor, sup- 
plementing old age assistance and Veteran’s relief. Recom- 
mendation $2,500.00. 3 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote the balance 
of the Excise Tax to be applied to the Current and Con- 
tingent Account. 


Article 23. To see what sum the Town will vote to 
raise for pay of Town Officers to be applied to the 
Current and Contingent Account. Recommendation $4,000- 
00. 


Article 24. To raise money for Memorial Day. Recom- 
mendation $50.00. 


Article 25. To raise money for care of old cemetery. 
Recommendation $50.00. | 


Article 26. To raise money for Mother's Aid (Depend- 
ent Children ) Recommendation $1,500.00. 


Article 27. To see whether or not the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50) to 
be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be 
expended and used for advertising the natural resources, 
advantages and attractions of the State of Maine in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 91, Section 108, 
of the Revised Statues of 1954. Recommendation $50.00. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will raise and ap-: 
propriate $25.00 for public health nursing in Orland. Said 
sum to be expended by the Maine Department of Health 
and Welfare, Bureau of Health, for local services. Recom- 
mendation $25.00. 


Article 29. To see what sum the Town will raise and 
appropriate for State Aid Road Construction (in addition 
to the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 44 and 
48 or 50, Chapter 23, R.S. 1954 as amended. Recommenda- 
tion $1,200.00. 
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Article 30. To see what amount the Town will vote 
to raise for the support of the Orland Volunteer Fire De- 
partment for costs of fires, expenses and equipment. Rec- 
ommendation of the Fire Chief $2,000.00. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to dispose of any Town-owned land or 
real estate acquired by non-payment of taxes on such 
terms as they may deem advisable and to execute quit- 
claim deeds for same. 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow money and issue 
the Town’s negotiable notes therefor in anticipation of 
taxes in an amount not to exceed the total levy of the 
preceding taxable year to be paid within the taxable 
year 1964 from money raised by taxation during that year. 


Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to issue general obligation 
securities of the Town for the purpose of funding and 
refunding certain notes of the Town due now or to be- 
come due during the municipal year 1964 and to fix a 
time within which said securities are to become due. 

Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell and dispose of any obsolete equip- 
ment. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of the Workmen’s Compensation Act and if so 
to raise money for same. Recommendation $360.00. 


Article 36. To elect a fire ward. 


Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to pay Social 
Security on regular Town employees and raise money 
for same, also to see if the Town will vote to pay Social 
Security on all eligible school employees and raise money 
for same. Recommendation $750.00. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for Civil Defense and Public 
Safety. Recommendation $150.00. 
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Article 39. To see if the Town will vote money to pay 
for membership in the Maine Municipal Association. 
Recommendation $80.00. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to allow the 
Selectmen to appoint a committee to work with the 
Industrial Development Commission to bring an industry 
to Orland. 


Article 41. To see if the Town will give the Selectmen 
the authority to repair or rebuild the fish trap. 


' Article 42. To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
the remainder of the Fish Money for 1963 to the School 
Trustees as needed, to retire the bonds and interest and 
other expenses, for the year of 1964. 


Article 43. To see if the Town will vote that the legal 
time of fishing for Alewives in Eastern River, Orland, 
shall be: For the town trap, eight consecutive tides be- 
ginning at midnight Monday morning to sunrise Saturday 
morning, the weirs to be open for at least four consecu- 
tive tides. Other regulations regarding the weir fisher- 
men to be according to the general laws of the State of 
Maine and Town of Orland. 


Article 44. To see if the Town will vote to raise $4,680 
to retire the seventh bond on the new school addition ($4- 
000 for principal and $680 interest ). 


Article 45. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for White Pine Blister. Rec- 
ommendation $400.00. 


Article 46. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to reduce the indebtedness 
of the town. Recommendation $5,149.45. 


Article 47. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to locate and maintain Town 
Dump. Recommendation $250.00. 


Article 48. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum 
of money for the Youth League. Recommendation $200.00. 
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Article 49. To see if the Town will vote to permit 
any business not included within the exemptions listed 
in the Public Laws of 1961, Chapter 362, to remain open 
for business on the days set forth in said Chapter. 


Article 50. To see if the Town will vote in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Public Laws of 1961, 
Chapter 362, to permit the following businesses to remain 
open on the days set forth in said Chapter: to wit: Deal- 
ers in antiques; dealers in new and secondhand furniture 
and bait dealers. 

Article 51. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 


appropriate a sum of money to finance the school sodium 
fluoride program. Recommendation $130.00. 


Article 52. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to a street light at top of hill near Town Office. 


Article 53.. To see if the Town will raise money to tar 
the road from Falls Bridge to Joseph Soper’s driveway. 
(approx. 7/10’s of a mile). , 

Article 54. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to listing all poor accounts in the next annual 
town report. 

The Registrar of Voters will be at the Town Office, 
Friday, March 6th from 7 p.m. to 11 p.m. for the purpose 
of correcting the list of voters.
